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LAWLESSNESS Is INFECTIOUS 


The murderous outbreak in the jail 
at Rangoon is a logical side result of 
Gandhi's defiance of authority in India. 
The leader of the passive resisters of 
course knew nothing about the mutin- 
ous plot, and measures of violence are 
contrary to his idealistic code of con- 
ducting a rebellion without force. But 
he has set the example in disobedience 
for every element in India which, for 
any reason, wishes to upset law and or- 
der. 

Since the Government was being de- 
fied outside the jails, why not inside? 
Since people who ordinarily obeyed the 
law were defying the law, what could 
be expected but that professional law- 
breakers would follow suit if given the 
opportunity? Lawlessness is infectious. 
It cannot be confined to the breaking of 
one law, nor to the employment of po- 
lite methods. It spreads up and down 
the social scale, and outward from dis- 
obedience at one point to disobedience 
at all points. Anarchy knows no bounds 
and recognizes no conventions. 


OCTOBER IS NOT HERE YET 


Western Canada has suffered in 
former years because its wheat came on 
the market after the crop of the Unit- 
ed States had been reaped, and had to 
be sold in a market already glutted. 
the Kansas crop is now being marketed, 
*nd prices have sagged to the lowest 
ovel in many years. ‘ 

The direct inference would be that 

hen the crop of western Canada is 
threshed the farmers will be confronted 
with prices even less satisfactory than 
those of last fall. But markets have a 
way of going contrary to inferences, as 
a good many people have learned to 
their lasting disappointment during the 
past year. 

It will be three months before the 
western wheat is on the market in bulk, 
and many things may happen in the 
meantime. Present prices are dominat- 
ed by present world economic condi- 
tions; and are low because people in 
other countries are doing without wheat, 
or eating less wheat than they would 
eat if employment were more plentiful 
and their earnings better. 

An improvement in general condi- 
tions abroad would almost certainly re- 
act to stiffen the demand for wheat, 
and hence the price obtainable for it. 
What October wheat will be worth will 
be better known when October arrives, 
and it is the price in October, not the 
price at the present time, that the farm- 
i in western Canada is concerned 
about. 


MAKE IT A JOB 


Plans are being prepared at the city 
hall to move privately-owned shacks off 
city-owned land in the central area of 
the city and locate these in a colony 
north of Alberta avenue. It is to be 
hoped that when the scheme is being 
carried out measures will be taken €o 
see that the colony does not become sim- 
ply a collection of structures which will 
no longer be tolerated in other parts of 
the city. 

Edmonton does not need, and 
should never permit, one of those 
monuments to civic ineptitude which are 
commonly known as “‘shack towns”. Be- 
cause a house is small is no reason why 
it should be a shack. Any building that 
is fit for human habitation can, by the 
exercise of a little taste, paint, and at- 
tention to the surroundings, be made a 
credit to its occupant, and prevented 
from being or becoming an eyesore to 
the community, : 

‘ hen these scattered shacks are be- 
ing removed to a new location, also on 
city land, is the time for the city coun- 
cil to deal with the whole “shack ques- 
tion”, and to set a standard and exam- 
ple to which private property owners 
may afterw. be made to conform. 
Into the agreements for allowing the 
buildings to be placed on the new site 
there ought to be written a clause 
which would give the city ful! author- 
ity to demand that these be put in sani- 
‘tary and seemly condition and kept in 
that condition; the city to be the judge 
as to _— that clause was not being 


Mr, J. H. Burnham, former Conserv- 


‘ative member of parliament for Peter- 


boro, Ontario, has announced that he 
will Support the King Government, be- 
cause the Dunning budget is in line with 
the recommendations of the London 
conference of 1926 for the promotion of 
trade within the Empire. 

What Mr. Burnham says a good 
many Conservative voters are likely to 
be thinking. If intra-Empire trade is 
to be anything but a pious hope, it will 
have to be stimulated by practical 
measures for diverting trade from for- 
eign countries to those in the great com- 
monwealth of nations. The extension 
of the preference on British-made 
goods that is provided for in the bud- 
get is one practical measure to that 
end, and gives a lead which the other 
units may be ted to follow. 

That this widened preference will be 
reasonably effective in stimulating 
trade with Britain is shown by the ex- 
pressions of approval which have been 
given by representative newspapers and 
men in the old lands. Party considera- 
tions aside, this feature of the budget 
presents an opportunity, and an invita- 
tion, for all who think that Canadians 
should do their buying abroad in a larg- 
er proportion from our kinsfolk, who 
happen to be also the people to whom 
we must expect to sell our farm pro- 
ducts. 

If Canadians really want to build up 
trade with Great Britain, they have the 
opportunity to say so by their votes. If 
they feel an obligation to give what 
business they can to the industrial in- 
terests of the old lands, the budget de- 
serves their support. If they think it is 
good business to buy from those to 
whom we hope to sell, that is what the 
budget enables them to do.

Modernism in architecture is not 
the lunatic venture some seem to 
think it. 

A while ago I stood with a friend 
before an

It displayed no arches to suggest 
plutocracy at prayer. 

I loved it. 

My friend loathed it. 

“Why,” he asked, “must we for- 
ever fall so far below the architec- 
tual genius of the mediaeval makers 
of cathedrals and regal palaces? I 
suppose it is because we think only 
of utility while they thought of 
beauty.” 

My friend is, I think, an admir- 
able illustration of a peculiar blind- 
nesa that marks our generation 

He is smitten with a nostalg a for 
departed glories and is wholly in- 
sensitive to the dawning beauty of 
our own time, 

The makers of the great cathe- 
drals were not exalted dreamers 
who scorned utility; they were 
simply good and t workmen who 
used the mate they had to the 
best possible advantage for utility 
as well as for beauty; in short, they 
dd exactly what our modern archi- 
tects are doing. As far as I can 
see, even the creators of a Chartres 
never sacrificed utility for beauty. 

The tresses we admire were to 
strengthen the walls; they were not 
added for beauty’s sake. 

The alluring arches were neces- 
sary to hold up the roof; they wer: 
not designed for beauty’s sake 

The windows were small that the 
wall might be strong and that de- 
fense might be easier. 

To ape these features of an older 
architecture in a day when we may 
build vast and soaring build ngs 
around a steel skeleton, when we 
may have safety and strength with 
a thin wall of brick, when we may 
substitute aluminum and light alloys 
for the bronze and cast iron of an 
earlier time, when we may make 
walls almost wholly of glass that 
give us access to the health-giving 
rays of the sun, is sheer pedantry 
and ancestor worship.

Du Guesclin, at Fifteen, Threw Strongest 
Adult Peasant Wrestlers 


“Laid down the keys at the feet of the corpse. He left in tears.” 


When Ber‘rand Du Guesclin, the 
“Eagle of Brittany.” died of a ma- 
Ngnant fever during the siege of 
Guyenne in 1380, the English, his 
enemies, mourned him almost as 
deeply as the French. 

A striking episode took place. Be- 
fore Du Guesclin was stricken, the 
English governor of the Castle of 
Chateau-neuf-Randon, the princi- 
pal stronghold of the place, had 
agreed to surrender to him. When 
Bertrand died he insisted that he 
would give over his keys only to the 
man to whom he had promised 
them. 

Accordingly, he proceeded to the 
tent where Du Guesclin’s body lay 
Beside the camp-bed which formed 
his bier. stood a table covered with 
blue velvet, marked with the lilies 
of France, Here rested Du Gues- 
clin'’s sword office as constable 
of France. In the flickering light 
of tall candies, the Englishman 
knelt in preycr. Then, rising, he 
said 

“Not to the senseless body that I 
see lying there, but.to yourself, Lord 
Constable, do I yield my fortress. 
our immortal soul forced me to sur- 
render to the French that whieh I 
had sworn to defend to the last drop 
of my blood.” 

With these words he laid down 
the keys at the feet of the corpse. 
He left in tears 

Du Guesclin was one of the great- 
est of the romantic figurea of the 
fourteenth century, As a ehild, 
however, he was an “ugly duckling” 
= whom no one expected any- 
thing. 

His father was the Sieur Robert 
Du Guesclin of Brittany and his 
mother Jeanne de Malemains, a 
Norman beauty. Bhe bore ten chi!l- 
dren of whom Bertrand was the 
oldest. 

But whereas nine of er offspring 
were beautiful, Bertrand, the heir 
of his father, was ugly. His head 
was round, his nose turned up, his 
eyes green, his akin dark. His body 
was twisted, he was awkward, and 
he could learn neither letters nor 
manners. 

Nevertheless he commanded a cer- 
tain respect. The chest and shoul- 
ders that topped his twisted body 
were enormously thick and wide 
and he had long, muscular arms 
His streng.h was well nigh super- 
natural hile still in his teens, he 
could drag full-grown, experienced 
Jousting nents from their sad- 
dies with the twist of one hand. 

As a mere child he lorded it over 
a band of barefoot peasant boys, 
fighting with fists and clubs. At 
foyrieen he could whip any lad in 


the village. At fifteen. he won a 
great wres'li tournament held by 
the peasants, throwing adult cham- 


ions who had more experience 

an he. At eighteen he won a 
Grand joust held at Ronnes. 

Until the latter event, however, his 
father knew nothing of his prowess. 
The Sieur Du Guesclin thought of 
his son only as a loutish person, 
Bertrand was disguised when he en- 
tered the joust. Having defeated 
several entries, he was challenged 
by his father. When the youth de- 
clined the challenge his identity 
was discovered, 

Eis father, overcome with joy, 
now provided his son with ‘the 
means of sceking a noble career at 
arms, Bertrand's great strength 
soon made him a noted figure, 
Having brains, too, he became the 


chief military man first of Brittany * 


and then of France. His character 
turned out to be in keeping with 
his strength and his brains.
